MAYVILLE, N. I., October 16.—The Marquis 
Lerne -telegraphed in answer to the invita 
tion to Chautauqua that he weuld very much 
have enjoyed witnessing the race, but other 
engagements prevent either himself or her 
Royul Highness from attending. 


Courtney’s Contests. 
[From the New York Herald.) 

A brief review of what has rendered Hanlan 
and Courtney so famous as Oarsmen will make 
iteasier to understand the deep interest so 
widely felt in the approaching struggle on 
Chautaugaua Lake, especially among the voung 
men of both this country and Canada. 
For nearly a dozen years Courtney has 
been sharing in almost every race 
hecould getinto and whipping every one who 
came in his way, saving always Hlanlan. Even 
Kiley, who is probably his most dangerous ri- 
val inthe United States to-day. he defeated 
away back in 1872, at Syracuse; but after his 
fame beganto spread, and he had won the 
championship of the State of New 
York, he still further added to his 
score the championship ot the nation,at Phila- 
delphia, actually playing with all who faced 
him. So far he was only an amatear, but 


shortly after the affair at Greenwood Lake 
with Riley, he came out an openly avowed 
professionsul and began looking tor business. 
Riley and Plaisted soon cut it out for him at 
Seratoga, where he whipped them handily, 
doivg the three miles in 20m. 144s8., the ftastess 
time on record then or now for the dis- 
tance. Riley had another taste of him at 
Owasco, and another thrashing, and then 
came the great fight with Hanlan. 
THE RECORD OF THE CANADIAN 

was even more brilliant than Courtney's, for 
he had entered the professional lists earlier 
and beaten everything that woald 
face him, winning the professional cham- 
pienship of America at the Centennial 
us casily as Courtney had the amateur, and 
various times disposing of such good men as 
Eph. Morris, Wallace Ross. Plaisted, Luther, 
Brayley, Hosmer, Davis, Kennedy. McKen aud 
others of scarcely less note. Matters were now 
rite fora crossing of swords between these twe 
champions, who had fought their way up so 
brilliantly to the front ranks of their 
respective countries. The Herald opened 
the ball by suegesting that it would ve well for 
some city, with a good track near by, to offer a 
genereus purse forarace open only to these 
two men. Hardly had the paper reached 
Auburn till back came the word that she would 
give a purse of $6,000 to have the race rowed on 
her Owasco Lake. But+the Southern Railroad, 
which ran tothe lake, ind was to make most 
from the race, had, in accordance with a 
practice not then unfashionable, gracefully 
alleninto the hands of a receiver, so, of 
course, no bond or other satisfactory guaran- 
tee could he given that the money would be 
forthcoming. Montreal then stepped forward, 
raised the money and got the race, naming its 
suburb, Lachine, as the field ot battle. 

Rough water sadly inte:tered with the prac- 


tice work of. both men, and when the day came 
it found them but partially acquainted with the 
course. They rowed on water unfit to race on, 
played teg all over the distance, as often one 
u hend “8 the other. Both steered 
across the course near the finish 
and were almost on the boom of logs 
which enclosed the track when Hanlan, seeing 
his danger, turned sharply back, directly 
across Courtney’s bow, forcing the latter 
either to foul him—‘ ‘for they were in Hantan’s 
wuter’’—or to stop rowing. tHe did the latter, 
and Hanlan won. Mingled excitement ane in- 
dieynation ran overthe country at Coartney, 
who was openly charged with having 
SOLD THE RACE, 
and the curious way it had been rowed, com- 
bined with unlimited Canadian willingness to 
back their man at long odds, lent color to this 
rumor. Courtney, however, never for a 
moment hesitated, but always and 
everywhere stoutly denied it. Many 
and searching investigations followed, 
und the storyfsifted downto an admitted en- 
deaver on the part of Mr. Brister, one of 
Courtney’s backers, to influence the betting a 
few days betore the race, which, in bis locality 
(Auburn) at least, was then ina favor of 
Courtney, and to sending cipher despatches to 
thut effect to his brother at that place. Mean- 
while Courtney had to undergo an agony of 
niental suffering, which, he suys freely now he 
velieves, ifrepeated fweuld kill him. He gare 
up rowing, apparently forever, stuck steadily 
to his little planing mill at Union Springs, with 
John, his brother, and there was every pros- 
pect that America’s greatest oarsinan was to 
end his days under a cloud. 
THE PRESENT MATCH. 

Hanlan had no notion of stopping, however, 
but, looking tor other worlds to conquer, 
crossed the briny Atlantic, met and whipped 
lan don, a good second-rate man, astonishing 
all England at the ease with which he did it. 
In the middle of June he inet Eiliott,the English 
champion, und bestowed the like 
favor on him, winning his title away from him 
eusit: than it wasever won before. Very na- 
turally all Canada, on his return, received him 
with open arms, and but once since his return 
has he had a race at all—thistime with the de- 
termined and steadily improving Riley, who, 
catching bim off his 4 and out ot condt 
tion, rowed him a dead beat inthe trial heat 
ofa tour mile race at Barrie, Out., in the 
wonderful time of 27m. 2s., but, to the sur- 
prise ol all, he did not meet Riley again in 
the final heat, the first time he had ever 
Deen known to waver. Sothe latter won the 
race. At Courtney's mill one day a man named 
Tripp was killed by an accident. This aroused 
the sculler,and her owed for and won a prize of 
$500, beating Riley in 27m. 37'38., giving the 
money to Tripp's widaw. Then came this 
Chuutauqua purse, and Hanlan will again meet 
Courtney atthesculls.

At 11 18 o'clock this morning, the task of 


securing ajury in the case of William C. Reeves, 


charged with assault to kill, in sh his 
nife, Lizzie HT Reeves, at the Dacha \ inary 
Factory, on North Min * N 

the 7th ot last July, was accomplished, 
James H. Blanton, Fred. Barklage, Henry 
Faulkenheimer, Charles Fuetterer, Louis 
Brown, Samuel White, James Milno, Thomas 
McAdams, Loufs Miller, Frederick Steinkampg 
er, Joseph Shropshire and 
comprising the panel, and the case went to 
trial in the Criminal Court.

It was Inte in the afternoon when passen 
ger train from St. Louis onthe 1 untain 
Railroad was flagged at an unearthiy place, 
known us Gad’s Hill, a Short distance above 
rine Bluff, and boarded Dy six or eight armed 
men. Of course there was apanic among the 
passengers. It was the first rea train robber 
that had ever been Comuinitted. Phere were, 
perhaps, revolvers among the passengers, but 
there was no time nor disposition to use then. 
Betore the passengers inthe hind part 
train knew what was the matter those in 
front part of the train bad been rifled. Two or 
three of the masked gentiemen,with cocked re- 
volvers in their hands, went tarougu each car 
and took watches und money and | 
other valuabies they could lay 
upon. The whole thing was 
inthe coolest and most good-humored 
ner. Only the well-dressed people were dis- 
turbed. The robbers saidthey would no take 
acent trom aby man who wore a slouchbed ha’ 1 
for these are of our own cut, said they. 
soon as every car had been gone through i 
the train was permitted to go on its way, 
the robbers with an indefinite 
mount ot booty rode Of through 
the thick woods. There was but a feeble effort 
made tocapture them, and that met With no 
success. A letter was leit behind warning all 
pursuers thatil they came too near they would 
be shot dead, and it appears that without the 
incentive of a big reward novody was willing 
to take the chances. Ibere is no doubt that 
the Youngers and were tie 
chief actors in affair, for 
it is known in a 
few days after they appeared at their favorite 
haunt, Floyd, Louisiana, with good horses 
and plenty of money. 

THE OTTERVILLE ROBBERY. 

The Otterville train rob ery took place July 
7, 1876. It was about 3 o'clock in the morning 
that the express train on the 
Missouri Pacific was stopped in a deep 
cut. a tew miles east of the little 
town of Otterville, which is about thirty miles 
eastofSedalia. It was as lonely and as deso- 
lateaspot as Gad’s Hill. A lot of ties had 
been thrown onto the track so that it would 
bave beer impossible for the train to proceed, 
though it was stopped by ared flag, a device 
that will always succeed. A half dozen 
pistol shots were fired into the 
air, and the robbers immediately 
made for the express car. Not a passenger was 
disturbed. The Adams Express Company's 
safe and that of the United States Express 
Company were both opened and emptied of all 
their valuables. The men were all masked and 
did their work with experienced hands. It is 
not known how much money was secured, but 
it is supposed to have amounted to 
at least $15,000. The robbers 
took their booty in sacks and rode off tothe 
South. The train went onto Sedalia, and im- 
mediately a party was organized and sentin 
pursuit, under command of General Bacon 
Montgomery. Heavy rewards were offered by 
the railroad company, by both express com- 
manies and by Governor Hardin. he Chief of 

olice, of this city, sent out 
some of his detectives, and 4 
most vigorous search Was made in all dirac- 
tions. The trail was discovered, but the men 
were never overtaken in a body. This was im 
possible, as they separated as soon aus they had 
divided the plunder. Two men were arrested 
—Hobbs Kerry and Bruce Younger—the latter a

THE GLENDALE ROBBERY. 

There was no train robbery in the State after 
that at Otterville till the one whien 
took place at Glendale on 
the Chicago and Alton the 8th ot this month. 
it had been hoped that the State was rid of the 
men who had been so successful in these bold 
outrages, but there is every reason to believe 
that the James brothers—two of the leaders of 
the old gang—were iy this last affair. There were 
three men in the party who wore no masks. 
These ure believed to have been Frank and 
Jerse James and Jack Bishop, the latter a well- 
known Texas and Colorado wail coach robber, 
and for whose arrest there are rewarda agegre- 
gating $8,000. The details of the Glendale 
robbery are still fresh in the minds of the pub 
lic, and néed no repetition here. It is be- 
heved some of the pattieipants have 
been captured. Itisto be hoped thatthe lib 
eral rewards offered will stimulate the officers 
now in pursuit to be unfailing in their efforts 
and succeed incapturing the last man, so 
that this infamous business may be finally 
broken up. Thereputation given the State by 
these robberies is of infinite in- 
jury, and it is about time 
the people should with one accord unitein «a 
demand forthe capture and punishment of 
these desperadoes.

This is a favorite point tor 
the furmers of these counties to ship stock,and 
more cars of cattle have been sent from here 
exustwerd during the past vear than trom any 
station between Sedalia and Fort scott. 

OSCEOLA, 
on the Osage, twenty-five miles distant from 
the railway, wasthe next place that took my 
attention. It is the county seatof St. Clair 
county, andis an old historic landmark. The 
town was surveyed March 1, 1839, whenthe 
whole of this portion of the State between La- 
fayette and Green counties was known as 
‘*Rives county. The proprietors of the town 
were Philip Crone of St. Louis 
and . M Cox and R. P'. Cruteh- 
field. one and Crutchfield are long since 
dead, but Dr. P. M. Cox, a hale aud hearty 
septuagenarian, still lives a few miles soutn of 
Osceolu. From 1555 to 1561 were the paimy 
days ot thisembryocity. In those times it 
hed a number ot wholesale houses, that brought 
their goods by steamboat up the Osage and 
supplied the whole of South west 
Missouri, Southeast Kansas, and 
even portions of Arkansas and Texas. 
nut the war came, and with it Jim Lane and 
his jayhawkers. On the Zlst of September, 
1861. these marauders lett Osceola a smould- 
ering and smoking pile of ruins. On that mem- 
oruble occasion, for pillage and plunder pre- 
ceeded arson, the wagon train of the retiring 
bundcits was five wiles in length. The county 
records were carried to Leavenworth, and were 
not recovered until 1866, after which the waste 
places began to be rebuilt, and now, though 
by no means restored toits pristine glory, 0, 
ceolaisa fonrishing County seat, and has a 
lively local trade. If the Kansas City and Mem- 
phis Raiiway should ever be completed to this 
point, to wnien it is now graded, it might at 
tain to the dignity ot a metropolis.

From Kansas City. 
special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., October 15, 1879.—There 
is no place in the United States just now thatis 
attracting more attention than Kansas City. 
The capitalist andthe mechunic, the banker 
and the manufacturer, all have their eyes 
turned towards the ‘‘village at the: mouth of 
the Rau, as it is fondly termed by some ot its 
admirers. When you leave that one ofthe 
fourteen railroads centering here whieh you 
may have traveled on, you find yourselt in the 
most elegant and convenient union depot in 
tre West. Itis much more conveniently de- 
signed than che one in St. Louis, and is a mon- 
ument of architectural beauty. When you are 
at this depot, however, you are some distance 
trom the business portion of the city proper, 
and are down inthe Kaw bottom at the toot of 
tremendous bluffs, whose craggy summits are 
crowned with beautiful villas of the various 
meodern styles of architecture. It seems im 
possible to the stranger, looking up from be- 
low, that there was any way to ascend 
the bluffs, cither for man or beast. But 
on taking thestrectcarshe finds that they 
wind their way up the sides of the bluff, upona 
roadway supported by a retaining wall, 
which has cost a half a hundred thousand 
dollars. These street cars run to all portions 
of the city, not considering the inequlalities 
of the location, which for the most part con- 
sists of biutis und guiches. There are gulches 
bere in the midst of the city in which you 
might easily hide from view the Planters’ 
Ilouse, or the Union Depot in St. Louts. As 
much money-has been spent in grading alone 
us would have graded anu paved the streets of 
a city ot three times the size of this, if situated 
on reasonably smooth ground, 

Last yeer witnessed a revival of all kinds of 
business here, and this year has been unpre- 
cedented inthe previous history of the place 
for the number and value of the buildings 
erected. Over SU0 building permits have ben 
tu ken out since January ist, andatthe pres- 
ent time there are not less than 
three hundred buildings in course ot con 
struction. Kansas City has un immense trade 
with Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, Nebraska, 
the Indian Territory and lexus. She has rail 
ways penetrating the tributary country in 
every direction except the southeast, and the 
completion of the Memphis railway will supply 
that deficiency. Asis well known, the pro- 
gress of Kansas City bas caused Uncle Sam to 
begin to provide quarters for his officials here, 
and some forty or fifty meu are busily engaged 
in blasting away the bluff at the corner of Ninth 
end Walnut streets preparatory to laying the 
foundation of the new Custom house and Post- 
oflice. 

CHURCHBS. 

The various religious denominations are rep- 
resented here by the size and beauty of their 
temples aswell as by the numerousness of 
their members. The Methodist Church has a 
Sunday school which opens with performances 
by a string band, thus enlivening the occasion 
and drawing the attendance of many who would 
otberwise spend their time in the saloons, 
which do business to a larger extent on Sunday 
than on any other day. 

At St. Patrick's Church five Jesuits of New 
York have been giving a mission during the 
past week, and have had large crowds in at- 
tendance. 

THBATERS. 

Coates’ Opera-house was erected in 1869 ata 
cost of $100,000, and answers fully the require- 
ments of a first-class theater. It is situated at 
the corner of Tenth and Broadway, some eight 
or ten blocks from the heart of the city, yet 
this seems to be no disadvantage. There are 
two smaller structures, the Theatre Cemique 
and Clark’s Coliseum, where the lovers of the 
spectacular in the shape of the *‘Black Crook“ 
and similar productions can have their curiosi- 
ty fully gratified. 

PrARKS. 

Like snakesin Ireland, there are none, but 
two are in course of preparation, which, while 
not large, will probably satisfy the popniar de- 
mand tor some little time. 

There is a court-house here as well as one 
at Independence, the county seat, and 
terms ot all the. courts are held at both 
places. 

THE POPULATION 
is now estimated at 60,000. In 1870 it was 
slightly in advance of 32,000, so thats there is 
an inereuse in the decade of nearly a hundred 
per cent.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Olympic. 

The popular conception of Richard III. is de- 
rived from Shakspeure’s historicaldrama. The 
lust ot the unhappy race ot the Plantagenets 
and the last ecion of the Red Rose is depicted 
by the great dramatist as a hunch-backed and 
misshapen monster—plhysically aad intellecta- 
ally crooked. Late researches into the archives 
by historians have brought to Jight that the 
victiny of Bosworth Field was handsome and 
comely in person, but tbe general impression 
of England’s regal villain will always be re- 
ceived from the drama. The Elizabethan poet's 
motives in picturing the last royal representa. 
tive of the house ot York in such hideous cel- 
ors are, of course, apparent. The Virgin Queen 
wes a granddaughter of Henry Earl of 
Richmond, and the title ot the 
Tudor line to the crown ot Al- 
bion derived even more support from the 
public detestation in which thecrimes and 
villainies of the crook-backed monarch were 
held. Shakspeare sketched Richard with acour- 
tier’s hand, and the ruthless King wiil always 
remain in popular estimationtnue deeply dyed 
villain the dramatist has portrayed him. 

McCoullough’s representation of Richard III. 
drew a good house to the Olympic iast evening. 
The role, however, is not one 
of the tragedian’s best. In it he 
displays some of his worst faults; his tendency 
to runt is more conspicuous in-this character 
than any other. McCullough’s delineation ot 
Richard is of the type of a mele-dramatic vil 
lain ot the old school. He wears all his vil- 
leinies on his sleeve; be is a regal Uriah Heep 
in hypocrisy. The mask is so transparent that 
it is a wonder how ever McCullough’s 
Richard could 80 long have worn 
it. There is nothing kingly about 
his bearing, whereas the whilom Duke of Glos- 
ter, despite his deformities, was ‘‘every inch 
aking.’’ The rendition of the scene in which 
Lady Anne is wooed was extremely effective, 
but it was an ad captardum effect. The deli- 
cate, sinuous, ingratiating speeches, as deliv- 
ered, could not bave deceivedthe acute mind 
of Anne without griet had entirely biunted 
her perceptive faculties. In the tent scene, 
wherein the monarch becomes a coward 
through the distempered fancies of his brain, 
McCuliough dia not dohimselt full justice. His 
final speech in the drama was simply ranted ; 
there was no light or shade in its elocution. 
The grim fdetermined, despairing defiance ot 
fate of Richard at bay was rendered in stento- 
rian tones which were husky and hoarse. But 
the deadly combat between the Plantagenet 
and Tudor was tumultuously applauded by the 


gods. 
Mr. McCullough ’s personation of Richard can 


not take unk „with his Virginius, Spartacus, 
Othello and similar roles. Althoughahaman 


monster, who hesitated at no crime, however | 


to gratify the ends of his ambition, 
Richard was crafty, deep-scheming, intellec- 
tusl and had acqwaired the art of dissim- 
ulation to a Muchiaveilian perfection. His 
subtilty, his shrewdness, his astuteness were 
remarkable. In short, misshapen and de- 
formed as Shakspeare paints him, he vet paints 
Lim us an intelicctual monster and not as oue 
whose diabolical purposes were so palpable 
that he whoran might read. 
weakness lies in his psychological study of the 
part. Last night too the eminent 
tragedian’s voice Was scarcely in 
condition; such roles as Brutus and 
Richard in one day make too heavy a demen!

THE AUDIPHONE 


Tested at the Indiana Institute For the 
Deaf and Dumb With Satisfactory Re- 
sults—A Wonderful Instrument, by 
Means of Which the Deaf Hear and 
Dumb Speak. 

[From the Indianapolis Journal. | 

Although this is not the age of miracles, it 
must be recorded that on Saturday evening 
last a very wonderful occurrence was wit- 
nessed by a party of ladies and gentlemen 
gathered in one of the parlors of the Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb. Literally, „the 
dumb spoke and the deaf beard,’’ and this 
without the performance of any miracle, the 
aid of any legerdemain or mysterious incanta- 
tion. It seemed simple enough when the feat 
had been aecomplished, and yet twelve months 


ago it could not have been done—had, indeed. 
been scarcely dreamed of as a possibility of the 
dim, distant future. 

The scene on the occasion referred to was, 
it need hardly be said, novel and desply in- 
teresting. Only a few persons were invited te 
witness it, and, included in the select com- 
pany, was a Journal representative, The ob- 
ject was to test the value of the newly invented 
audiphone to persons who, for the greater 
pert of their life, have been both deaf and 
«peechiess. Mr. Richard 8. Rhodes, the in- 
ventor, Was present to superintend the test 
which was the more intensely interesting he 
‘ause it Was the firsttime that the new in 
strument had been introdueed to the pupils 
of any institution devoted entirely to the edu- 
cation of deaf mutes. 

Before deseribing the test it may be well to 
state forthe information of the uninformed 
reacer that the audiphone is an instrument of 
peculiar composition, made in the shape of a 
fan, Which possesses the property of gathering 
the faintest sounds (somewhat similar toa 
telephone diaphragm and conveying them to 
the auditory nerve through the medium of the 
teeth, the external ear having nothing to do 
in hearing with this wonderful instrument, 
Toaid inthe experiment with the pupils, a 
cabinet organ was brought in use—for the 
first time, it is understood, in the history of 
the institution—and a class of girls, varying 
in age from twelve to eighteen, were provid- 
ed with audiphones. One by one the children 
were taken close up to the organ, which wag 
plaved by one of the lady teachers, and were 
asked whether, with the use of the instru- 
ment, they could distinguish any sound, and, 
if so, Whether any difference in sounds was 
noticeable. 

A BRIGHT LITTLE GIRL 

of ten or twelve years was the first to whom 
the test Was applied. Sue had not heard her 
own Voice or distinguished any sound for a 
number of years, and was regarded as stone 
deaf and speechless. She had not listened 
more than « minute when her features light- 
ed up with a smile which told the whole story. 
It was not tbat the musie was sweet and 
pleasing—the child’s uncultured sense of 
hearing knew nothing of sweet or harsh 
sounds—but it was a revelation to her to 
hear at all. When asked whether the organ 
music 2 — all one tone, her reply in the 
mute anguage Was that she could 
distinguish what seemed to her 
different sounds, and that 
fact was all that needed to be established at 
the first experiment. Several other children 
listened, and with the aid of the audiphone 
reported like results, some hearing less dis- 
tinctly than others, but all being able to dis- 
tinguish some sound when the organ was 
played, and noticing the difference when it 
suddenly ceased. Some of the older seholars 
and a few of the teachers then experimented 
with the use of the instrument, until about 
twenty had tried it. Only one, a male teach- 
er, reported unfavorably, and in his ease it 
Wis admitted that the auditory nerve was 
entirely destroyed, rendering it impossible 
forany mechanical appliance to be available 
or useful. 

It is a theory of the inventorof the -audi- 
phone, and is indeed a well-authenticated 
scientific fact, that speech depends upon hear- 
ing; in other words, that deaf people are 
dumb because they cannot regulate or distin- 
guish the differences of sound by hearing 
their own voice. An experiment was there- 
fore tried with a view of inducing a young 
lady, who had not utteredan intelligible sound 
since she was quite young, to speak her own 
name and some other words. She had beon 
listening, with the aid of the audiphone, for 
several minutes to others talking, but when 

asked to say something herself she was very 
reluctant, and explained in the sign languaye 
that she did not like to, because she would 
only make some bideous sound, which would 
make her appear ridiculous, Eventually, 
howev. 7, she was induced te make the effort, 
and although she spoke quite low, being 
nervous and afraidto talk loud, she heard 
her own Voice quite distinctly. The joy which 
this glad discovery 
can be amagined better than it can be dee 
scribed, 

ANOTHER TEST APPLIED 

Was to repeat two or three letters of the al- 
phabet to the deaf mutes, who were asked if 
they could distingnish the difference in sound 
between da, **i’’ and ab.“ Simple as this 
may seem ts those who have always had a full 
enjoyment of the senses of speech and hear- 
ing, it Was as difficuitto the deaf mules as 
it would be for an ordinary mortal to tellat 
first hearing the different shades of meaning 
attached to the multipheity of vowels 
in the Fijilanguage. Except in the case of 
mutes who at sometime in their past life 
have been able to hear and speak, 
the mind is a perfect blunk 
as to the meaning of sounds, and, 
therefore, all that could be done at a first 
trial was to ascertain whether the audiphone 
enables them to hear with such distinctness as 
to recognize any difference in sounds, and to 
this extent the experimental testof last Satur- 
day was quite satisfactory. One of the most 
experienced teachers in the institution stated 
to the Journal representative during the even- 
ing that, although he did not think the audi- 
phone would put an end to his vecupation a- 
a teacher of deaf mutes, yet he did believe the 
instrument would prove very serviceable to 
persons Whose auditory nerve had not been 


| destroyed by disease. Those who were par- 


tially deaf would deubtiess be able to hear 
with the aid of the audiphone much more 
easily and correetly than they could with an 
ear-trumpet; and it seemed evident from 
what bad been witnessed that evening that 
many cases hithertoconsidercd hopeless might 
gain benetit from the new invention. 

In conversation with the laventor, the Jour- 
nal reporter learned that the audiphone was 
only invented a year ago, and not perfected 
until the 20th of July. Mr. Rhodes is him-, 
self deaf, and this intirmity had of course 
given rise to much inconvenience in the pur- 
suit of his business avocation. This led him 
to experiment. One day he put his watch in 
his mouth, and heard it tick. When he 
placed it to his ear hefeould not hear anything. 
This gave him the ideathat perhaps some- 
thing could be manufactured to convey sound 
to the auditory nerve through the teeth; and 
he planned and schemed and experimented 
until he attained the result already deseribed. 
ile says he has known of several persons whose 
powers of speech have been recovered with 
the abilit¥ te hear, and mentions particularly 
the case of two sisters who had lived together 
but had notheard each other’s voice ior a 
number of years, who were able during the 
first hour of using the new iustrumentto talk 
quite freely. Until last Saturday Mr. Rhodes 
had notexhibited the audiphone outside of 
(Chicago, where he resides, and he chose th» 
Indiana institution for his first test because 
he recognized the fact that the benevolent in- 
stitutions of this State are noted all over the 
country for their — 1 — 2 — and 
the excellent educational advantages provid- 
ed. 

A TRAGIC SCENE. a 
A Yovng Man in the Audience Shot by 
One ot the Performers on the Stage.

BALTIMORE, Mo., October l4.-A thrilling 
episode occurred at the Front Street Theater 
late to-night, involving the fatal shooting of 
James Nelson, a medical student, who sat in 
the audience. The closing part of the per- 
formance is a sensational drama—‘*‘ Roving 
Jack’’—the final scene of which introduces 
several brigands, wha are supposed to fire 
blank cartridges from muskets. Itis thought 
that one of the muskets contamed a ball, as 
immediately after the fliing Nelson fell back, 
shot through the head. The large ball entered 
the forehead, passed through the brain and 


emerged from the skuli near the ear. 

The curtain dropped ickly, and the au- 
dience dispersed as rapidly as possible, it be- 
ing near midnight, thus lessening the excite- 
ment. An effort was made to keep the mat- 
ter from the authorities, and a physician was 
sent for to attend Nose, who was stree in 
the vestibule of the theater. At o'clock he 
was taken to the City Hospital, where he is 
now unconscious and dying. brother - in- 
law of Nelson, who set alongside him, states 
that as seon as the flash of the muskets was 
seen the bullet pierced Nelson’s head, thus 
showing that the shot came from the stage.
